tect me. You have forced this evi- 
dence from me against my own 
judgment and I never hope to leave 
here alive. 

"I shall be mashed to pieces for 
what I have told. 

'•I could stand death if thev 
would only kill me and be done, 
but this continual tortue is too 
much.'' Anil the patient wai 
racked n itfa sobs. 

Mr. Etcott pledged him the pro 
tection of the grand jury and the 
commissioners pledged him that of 
their body, and Drs. Furnish and 
Hill of the asylum promised to in- 
tervene between him and his perse- 
cutors, but his fear became sogreat 
that it was necessary to move him 
to another ward to prevent .a vio 
lent and hysterical break-down. 

This patient had a rib broke 
and he claims that it was done il 
an unprovoked assault by Roy 
King, the attendant whose name 
has before been brought before the 
commission in connection with 
leged brutality. King is still hold- 
ing his job.
